hroughout  the 
months  of 
September  and 
October,  with  the 


help  of  schools,  businesses, 
hospitals  and  individuals, 
The  Kidney  Foundation  of 
Canada  raises  money  by 
selling  peanuts.  Proceeds 
from  this  annual  campaign 
help  support  the 
Foundations  many 
programmes  and  services. 

"For  more  than  three 
decades,  the  Foundation 
has  been  committed  to 
improving  the  quality  of 
life  of  people  living  with  kidney  disease 
by  providing  information  and  services 
to  patients  across  Canada,"  said  Linda 
Pellas,  Directrice  de  la  CoUecte  de 
Ponds  of  The  Kidney  Foundation  of 
Canada. 

"Each  year  the  FaU  Campaign  raises 
more  than  $1  million  nationwide, 
making  it  one  of  the  Foundation's 
bluest  fund  raising  initiatives,"  said 
Nancy  Allard-Coutu,  campaign 
organizer  for  Selwyn  House  School. 
"Buying  a  bag  of  peanuts  helps  suppon 
The  Kidney  Foundation  and  the  work 
it  does  for  kidney  patients."  This  year, 
Selwyn  House  School  sold  2 1  cases  of 
peanuts,  7,878  bags,  totaling  $1,575  in 
sales.  The  Chocolate  Bake  Sale, 
organized  by  the  Grade  10  francs 
iangue  seconde  class,  raised  another 
$  1 20,  and  proceeds  from  the  Pizza 
Drive,  organized  by  11 C,  raised  $112. 
This  brought  the  School's  total 
contribution  to  $1,807. 

The  money  raised  during  the  Fall 
Campaign  also  enables  the  Foundation 
to  continue  funding  important  research 
into  the  causes,  prevention  and 
treatment  of  kidney  diseases.  The 
Kidney  Foundation  provides  more  than 
half  of  all  funding  for  kidney- related 
research  in  Canada.  Since  1964,  the 
Foundation  has  granted  more  than  $47 


million  to  support  research  projects  that 
benefit  people  across  the  country. 

Participation  in  the  Foundation's 
cause  is  crucial.  "This  year  the  number 
of  kidney  failure  patients  in  Canada  will 
reach  20,000,  and  the  list  of  people 
waiting  for  a  transplant  is  growing  every 
year,"  said  Mme  AUard-Coutu.  "Our 
support  is  more  important  than  ever."

Art  Matric  to  the  MMFA  &  the  George  Segal  Exhibition

On  two  separate  occasions  in 
November,  the  Senior  Arts  Option, 
and  the  Art  Matric  classes, 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Pinchuk, 
visited  the  George  Segal 
retrospective  show  at  the  Montreal 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 

The  exhibition  features  Segal's 
paintings,  drawings,  and  sculptures, 
tor  which  he  is  the  most  well 
known.  His  installations,  including 
his  classics:  Subway,  Cinema,  and 
Diner  were  everyone's  favourites. 
Each  piece  is  a  commentary  on  the 
loneliness  and  isolation  of  city  life. 
We  were  delighted  with  the  interesting 
scenes  which  included  working  tv  sets, 
actual  pieces  of  an  old  subway  car,  and 
a  piece  of  a  truck  stop  diner. 

Segal  had  started  his  artistic  life  as  a 
painter,  but  when  he  discovered  the 
plaster  gauze  material,  and  realized  its 
potential  as  a  sculpting  medium,  he 
truly  found  what  he  had  been 
searching  tor  in  his  art.  Because 
humans  are  actually  wrapped,  the  final 
product  ends  up  larger  than  life,  which 
only  serves  to  exaggerate  their

presence.  In  some  of  his  later  works, 
he  has  poured  plaster  into  the  forms 
which  he  uses  as  a  mold  rather  than 
the  final  product.  This  technique 
enables  him  to  capture  greater  details. 

Some  of  the  more  interesting 
sculptures  were  the  low  reliefs  which 
were  hanging  on  the  walls.  These 
sculptures  were  composed  of  spare  body 
parts  that  Segal  had  lying  around  his 
studio  in  New  Jersey.  He  acmally 
created  new  people  out  ot  sections  of 
other  people. 


Two  of  his  sculptures  intrigued 
us  the  most.  In  The  Depression 
Bread Line-Up,  Segal  used  dark 
colours  to  portray  the  image  of 
sadness  and  povert)'  in  the  five  men 
standing  against  a  drear)'  wall.  In 
his  largest  work.  The  Holocaust, 
there  is  a  man  standing  behind  a 
barbed  wire  fence  with  his  right 
hand  on  one  of  the  fence  lines,  and 
the  other  hanging  loosely  by  his 
side.  His  facial  expression  is  of 
extreme  sadness,  for  he  is 
surrounded  by  dead  bodies,  or 
those  who  are  alive,  yet  too  hurt, 
hungr)',  or  weak  to  move. 

The  last  room  in  the  show  is  full  of 
Segal's  charcoal  and  pastel  drawings  of 
members  of  his  family.  By  filling  the 
entire  paper  with  the  portrait,  the 
features  become  exaggerated  and  have 
an  eerie  quality  to  them. 

Segal  demonstrated  to  us  what 
could  be  accomplished  by  a  man  with 
an  extremely  active  imagination,  and 
how  so  many  emotions  could  be 
expressed  through  art.

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Lifting  the  Smoke  Screen 

Dr.  Karen  Kost  presents  Grade  7  &  8  students  with  the  cold,  hard 
facts  on  smoking,  convincing  all  to  steer  clear.

On  November  3,  1997,  Grades  7 
and  8  went  to  the  Red  Room  to  hear  a 
presentation  about  smoking  and  its 
harmful  efifects.  Dr.  Karen  Kost,  an 
otolaryngologist,  who  is  also  the 
mother  of  Daniel  Kost-Stephenson, 
IB,  spoke  about  many  things  related 
to  smoking.  All  of  us  who  attended 
knew  smoking  was  bad  for  the  body, 
but  only  a  few  really  understood  how 
bad  it  was.  Dr.  Kost  told  us  about  the 


contents  of  cigarettes;  we  were  amazed 
to  learn  what  can  be  put  into  cigarettes 
just  to  increase  the  effects  of  the 
nicotine.  Substances  such  as  acetone, 
lead,  butane,  turpentine  and  nearly 
4,000  other  harmful  substances  are 
found  in  cigarettes  and  cigarette 
smoke.  These  substances  have 
devastating  efifects  on  the  body,  as  no 
organ  is  spared  from  the  effects  of 
smoking.  More  than  50  carcinogenic 
substances  contained  in  cigarettes  add 
to  smoking's  harmful  efifects. 

The  presentation  informed  us 
about  the  truth  of  smoking  and 
convinced  us  that  cigarettes  are 
harmflil  no  matter  how  "all  right"  the 
tobacco  companies  make  them  look. 
Dr.  Kost  also  brought  along  two  of  her 
patients  who  suffer  from  complications 
due  to  smoking;  both  had  had  their 
voice  boxes  removed.  These  two 
gentlemen  were  still  capable  of  speech 
(unlike  many),  and  they  told  us  what 
cigarettes  did  to  them.  One  of  them 
said  that,  while  he  realized  cigarettes 
were  damaging  to  his  health,  his 
addiction  was  so  strong  it  took  him 
five  attempts  to  quit  for  good. 


Dr.  Kost  said  that  her  two  patients 
were  fortunate  to  still  be  able  to  talk, 
and  that  an  average  of  1 ,000  people  in 
the  world  die  from  smoking  every  day. 

Towards  the  end  of  the 
presentation.  Dr.  Kost  showed  us  some 
photographs  of  her  patients  suffering 
from  lung  cancer  due  to  smoking.  The 
lungs  of  these  people  were  no  longer  a 
healthy  shade  of  pink  like  normal 
people's  but  a  dark  shade  of  grey!  The 
dominating  feature  was  the  tumor 
caused  by  the  lung  cancer.  Some 
people  had  tumors  the  size  of  a  tennis 
ball  in  their  lungs,  and  some  had  then 
throughout  the  respiratory  tract.  The 
sad  thing  is  that  these  people  have 
inflicted  permanent  damage  on 
themselves  as  a  result  of  smoking. 

Dr.  Kost's  presentation  was  very 
informative  as  well  as  shocking,  and 
convinced  many  of  us  that  smoking  is 
extremely  unhealthy  and  damaging. 
Presentations  like  these  can  aid  in  the 
prevention  of  smoking.  We  greatly 
thank  her  and  the  gentlemen  for  their 
time  and  effort.  It  was  very  much 
appreciated.

For  weeks  before  October  22, 
1997,  Alexis  Asselin,  IOC, 
Theodore  McLauchlin,  lOB, 
and  1,  Mark  Turetsky,  were 
found  missing  from  lunch  on  certain 
days,  having  left  for  Ms.  Biggs' 
English  classroom. 

We  would  each  skip  lunch  only 
one  student  at  a  time  in  an  attempt 
not  to  attract  attention  to  ourselves. 
Finally,  and  probably  most 
intriguingly,  was  the  fact  that  from 
October  23  to  the  26,  we  were  absent 
from  Selw)'n  House  altogether  and 
reported  instead  to  Lower  Canada 
College.  Could  it  have  been  that  Ms. 
Biggs,  as  well  as  three  of  her  students, 
were  part  of  some  mass  defection  to 
LCC,  operating  in  secret?  Of  course 
not,  that  would  be  silly. 

In  fact,  Alexis,  Theo,  and  I  were  all 
preparing  for  the  annual  International 
Independent  Schools  Public  Speaking 
Competition  (or  IISPSC  for  short). 
Each  of  us  was  to  choose  three 
categories  in  which  to  compete.  These 
categories  have  a  huge  range,  from 


Parliamentary  Debating  to  Dramatic 
Interpretation  to  Radio  Newscasting. 

From  the  outset,  we  had  several 
obstacles  blocking  our  path  to  victory. 
First,  we  were  one  of  the  youngest 
teams  there  (since  Quebec  is  the  only 
place  in  the  world  that  has  high 
school  until  only  Grade  11).  Then 
there  was  the  fact  that  the 
competition  was  a  first  for  all  on  the 
Selwyn  team,  despite  my  having 
competed  as  an  alternate  at  last  year's 
IISPSC,  which  doesn't  count  because 
I  never  saw  any  real  action. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  there 
were  54  schools  at  the  competition, 
we  fared  well,  finishing  a  respectable 
22nd,  placing  in  the  top  half 

It  is  next  to  impossible  to  describe 
the  ambiance  of  this  competition. 

There  were  students  from  as  far 
away  as  England,  and  even  Argentina. 
Furthermore,  it  seemed  that  everyone 
was  a  good  speaker,  as  opposed  to  just 
a  select  few.  It  was  difficult  to  answer 
the  question  "Did  you  win?"  since 
there  were  153  other  students  vying 


for  dominance  in  each  of  their 
categories.  Our  most  respectable 
finish  was  my  own,  finishing  9th  in 
the  world  out  of  80  competitors  in 
Interpretive  Reading  and  16th  of  55 
in  After-Dinner  speaking.  I  distinctly 
remember  my  classmates'  assurances, 
kind  words  that  proved  their 
confidence  in  my  abilities.  They, 
however,  were  unaware  of  the  fierce 
nature  of  this  event. 

Despite  all  this,  the  rivalry  only 
existed  in  the  speaking.  Outside  the 
judging  rooms,  everyone  was  friendly; 
complimenting  some,  consoling 
others.  Indeed,  there  is  a  great  feeling 
of  camaraderie,  making  this  a  first- 
class  event. 

Many  thanks  to  all  who 
encouraged  us  and  a  very  special 
thank  you  to  our  coach  Ms.  Biggs  for 
her  expertise  and  guidance.
